NEATHAMER DESCENDENTS 


FAMILY TREE DEEPLY ROOTED IN ROGUE VALLEY

Rogue River may boast of 
a century of hometown pride’ 
but the Neathamer clan is 
swelling with 155 years of fam- 
ily pride. 

The theme of the Rooster 
Crow parade is “A Century of 
Hometown Pride,” and the se- 
lection of the 2012 grand mar- 
shals is a salute to a pioneer 
family whose story parallels 
the history of Rogue River. 

Nine generations after their 
arrival in Oregon, descendents 
of Jacob and Sarah 
Neathamer will ride, walk and 
march in the parade. A contin- 
gency of more than 100 will 
represent the wide-spreading 
branches of a family tree that 
is deeply rooted in the Rogue 
Valley. 

The 2012 Rooster Crow 
will mark the first time in near-

ly 60 years that kinfolk have 
gathered from far and wide. 
On August 8, 1953, more 
than 116 direct descendents 
met to commemorate the cen- 
tennial of Jacob and Sarah's 
arrival in the lush Willamette 
Valley of the Oregon Territory. 
Melvina McLaughlin, a 
great-great granddaughter, is 
hoping for a similar showing or 


even better for the upcoming 
Rooster Crow festivities and 
the celebration of the 
Neathamers’ arrival in the 
rugged ravines of the Rogue 
River valley in 1857. 

“We have been in the 
Rogue Valley for 155 years,” 
she said. “We know there are 
eight generations in the valley 
and that the ninth generation 
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exists. 

“We want to do something 
that will make the town of 
Rogue River and the 


Neathamers proud.” 

Before the Oregon Territory 
was a state or this bend in the 
river was known as the city of 
Rogue River, the Neathamers 
settled here. Like many who 
made the grueling overland

trek on the Oregon Trail in 
1853, the Neathamers came 
west from Missouri lured by the 
gold strikes in California. 

In 1857, after several years 
in the Corvallis-area, Jacob 
loaded up the family, and again 
headed to the gold fields of 
California. A serendipitous 
stop at Rock Point on Sardine 
Creek marked the end of the 
trail. 

The miners and prospec- 
tors were numerous there, a 
gold rush of sorts was happen-

ing in the nooks and crannies 
of the Rogue River valley. 

As the family legend goes, 
the miners pleaded with Jacob 
to stop and raise food for them. 
They promised to pay him well 
with gold; garden-fresh fruits 
and vegetables were far more 
scarce than gold. Sarah and 
the children also begged 
Jacob to stay and so they set- 
tled at the mouth of Sardine 
Creek. 

The Neathamers liked the 
valley, river, hills and climate. 
Jacob also liked the miners’ 
gold, and many are the stories 
of him being offered a spoon- 
ful of gold for a small amount 
of vegetables, such as corn or 
potatoes. 

Though they never struck it 
rich, the early Neathamers left 
a rich heritage, a legacy that 
has been passed down 
through the generations of 
farming, mining and logging 
families who settled along 
Mays and Evans creeks in the 
early 1870s. Their saga is 
carved in the back country that 
bears their name---Neathamer

And, reigning as matriarch 
of five generations of 


Neathamers who still live in the 
Evans Valley is Melvina’s 
mother, Mabel 
Rigel. 

At 97, she will be the 
“Queen for a Day” at the 
Rooster Crow parade. 

Born on December 20, 
1914 in a rustic home that still 
stands on Cedar Street in 
downtown Rogue River --- 
Gov. Ted Kulongoski called her 
“a piece of Oregon's living his- 
tory” in a letter sent in honor of 
her 96th birthday. 


Neathamer - 


In an interview conducted 
in 2010, she recalled growing 
up on the Neathamer home- 
stead---a piece of land that 
stretched along Evans Creek 
as far as the eye could see. 


° 


“There were six or eight 
houses between here and 
Wimer,” she said of the seven 
or so miles of wide-open 
space. “And, most of them 
were relations.” 

It is there in Neathamer 
Gulch that McLaughlin hopes 
the family will gather Rooster 
Crow weekend. 

And, again, as far as the 
eye can see will be “relations” 
and Rogue River history in liv- 
ing color.

An impartial judge is assigned, 
and the tallying begins at 2:30 
p.m. No mechanical, electrical, 
physical or chemical stimulants 
or devices are allowed. More- 
over, roosters cannot be mis- 
treated or abused. 

Each rooster has 30 min- 
utes to crow his heart out. 


Never mind that most of 
the crowin’ occurs before the 
official contest, when most of 
the roosters fall prey to the 
pressure. 

For two years running, Bye 
Bye Bob has ruled the roost. 

A mean ol’ cuss, he hasn't 
been willing to share the spot- 
light. 

No siree, Bob! 

A white rooster whose 
beauty belies the beast inside, 
he was crowned champion 
crower in 2010 and 2011. 

In 2011, he was feeling 
cocky before the contest even 
got underway. He was in per- 
fect voice, cocked and ready to 
cock-a-doodle-doo.

HISTORY from page 10 
let loose when Chief of Police 
William Peters fired the open- 
ing gun at 10 a.m. The caged 
cocks were free to crow for half 
an hour, Hollerin' Harry crowed 
71 times and earned his owner 
$50. 

Now, $50 was a sizable 
sum, considering that in 1953, 
gas was 25 cents a gallon as 
were a loaf of bread and a gal- 
lon of milk. And, coffee was a 
mere 50 cents a pound. 

Interstate 5 had yet to be 
built, but still more than 500 
people traveled to the tiny ham- 
let of Rogue River to witness 
the contest held at City Park. 

The contest continued to 
entertain even after the final 
cock-a-doodle-doo. Grants 
Pass auctioneer Charlie Morri- 
son auctioned off the fowl--- 
some had gone afoul, ruffling 
the feathers of their coop-side 
handlers.

the spirits of the spectators or 
the boosters, and Medford, 
Grants Pass and Portland 
media gave the crow fest such 
favorable publicity, the boosters 
decided to hold a second con- 
test on September 5, 1953. 

According to a Rogue River 
Press article published in June 
1954, organizers expected 
4,500 people to attend that 
summer's crow fest. instead, 
2,000 folks poured into the city 
and witnessed Rocky knock out 
the competition with 79 crows. 

The successful event has 
continued for nearly 60 years, 
and the 59th crowing contest 
will again be held on the last 
Saturday in June. The Rogue 
River Chamber of Commerce 
and Kiwanis co-sponsor the 
weekend. 

In conjunction with Rogue 
River's centennial celebration, 
100 dollar coins will be 
awarded the owner of the first 
rooster that crows 100 times -- 
- a feat that hasn't been ac- 
complished since 2005. (And, 
before that, the last time was in 
1978.) 

Before all the cock-a-doo- 
dle-doo-ing begins, there is a 
rooster-themed parade---this 
year, the theme is “A Century of 
Hometown Pride,”

In addition to the centen- 
nial memorabilia, roosters will 
appear everywhere---on T- 
shirts, hats, banners, aprons, 
shoes and flags, and in the 
form of rooster statues and 
stuffed roosters.

“Everyone was scared silly, 
the roosters too,” he added. 

From Depot Street, the 
contest moved to where the 
Umpqua Bank parking lot is 
today. For years, festivities 
were held at Wards Creek 
Park, said Weaver. 

“Well, the freeway took out 
the park, and that ended that,” 
he added. 

The Rogue River Lions 
Club took over from the Rogue 
River Boosters Club, and since 
1993, the Kiwanis have been 
lead organizers along with the 
Chamber of Commerce and 
the City of Rogue River. 

These days, the Rooster 
Crow shares the spotlight dur- 
ing what has become an entire 
weekend of activities, including 
one of the area's largest and 
best summer parades, the Na-

93. No mechanical, electrical, physical, or 
chemical stimulants or devices will be allowed 
in the cage with the rooster. 


6. In no case will the roosters be abused or mistreated.
